The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 1, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a reset signal generating 
circuit a feedback control unit for controlling the output from the power sensing 
stabilizing unit according to the output from the voltage adjusting unit and for generating 
a reset signal by pulling down the output signal from the power sensing stabilizing unit 
when the output from the voltage adjusting unit reaches the specific level in combination 
with a self pull-up driving unit for maintaining a pull-down state of the output from the 
power sensing stabilizing unit, by pulling up the output from the voltage adjusting unit to 
a second power voltage level according to a self bias gate voltage after generation of 
the reset signal as recited in the claims.
